* To my knowledge a new writer — but the ease of style indicates long appren- 


ticeship, in the O'Hara school. And it is to that market, with less appeal to those 
who like him for his smut, and more appeal to those who like him for his very real 
sense of character, dialogue and situation. This is the story of a North Carolina 
university town, of its pettinesses, its narrowness of vision, its warmheartedness 
in big troubles. One gets a cross section of the town - and a close-up of the lives 
of a young instructor and his wife. The book has the fault of youth in occasional 
crowding the canvas, occasional melodrama, but the writer shows more than promise in

This for the South Riding market. A novel of English agricultural life, 
with a good deal of emphasis on the effects on the people and their lives of the de- 
pression and the resultant successive attempts on the part of government now to help 
themselves, now to help the farmers. Through it all runs the love of the land, the 
clinging to traditions, and the rather tenuous thread of unsolvable romance. Doreen 
Wallace knows her countryside. $2.

Satirical angle on dictatorships and currently propounded hero worship in a 
broadly farcical story of an American millionaire whose endless check-book is put at 
the disposal of a "man of the moment”. Through this the millionaire comes alive to 
business as a controlling factor in political intrigue, and finds that the real heroes 
are the unsung minorities. Slight - not for hearty chuckles - a modern parable with 
slender amusement value for men.

The pitfalls of the first year of marriage - the first reaching out to the 
idea of romance in an extra-marital relationship - the saving of the almost ship- 
wrecked marriage by an interfering mother and a baby.

Disappointment for those who enjoyed Nymph Errant. In this Laver has gone 
completely thin Thorne Smith, minus the bawdy humor. There isn't much to recommend 
it - a rather silly and inconclusive story of London set by the ears when the gods 
of mythology descend among mortals to see what life is like today. The one person 
who survives the test is the old numismatist of the British Museum. A rather labor- 
ious and very artificial performance. $2.

This book deals with the same family, the early history of the Gol- 
lantz clan and the story of how old Fernando's business was taken from him and drain-— 
ed, until his son, Emmanuel, broke all ties and migrated to England, there to sal- 
vage the family fortunes. Paris, Vienna, London in the late 1800's. A good family 
chronicle - without the brilliance and the madness of the stories of the Rakonitz 
tribe, but with decided appeal to those wo look kindly on novels of Jewish loyalty,

* A completely new vein for the author of Lolly Willowes - a more substan- 


tial book, with little hint of the thread of fantasy, except in the exaggeration 
of the tale. A story of an ultra-conventional, frigid Englishwoman, whose loss of 
her children sends her back to her husband, whom she had dismissed for infidelity, 
but by whom she would like another heir. He is in Paris, with his mistress, and 
there his wife trails him, only to enter the scene as he gets his conge, and to 
find hérself enmeshed in the inexplicable charm of the erratic, kind-hearted, im- 
provident Jewess. There is from that point on, a strange picture of ;the civil war- 
fares of 1848 Paris - more than a hint of Lesbianism - and a story that seems un-- 
convincing and obscure. Sylvia Warner's exquisite style makes one forgive much 
else - and curiosity will account for a good send-off with this book, which is
